He ascribes this distressing 
posture of affairs, in a general way, to 
“hard times.” He cannot perceive that 
bank notes have had any particular agency 
in bringing it about, because he was edu- 
cated to believe that money could be made 
of paper just as well as of anything else. | 
Accustomed to buy and sell on a scale of 
prices from three to five times higher than 
their real yalue—prices established by a 
paper currency of two or three bundred 
millions of dollars—it is no wonder he be- 
lieves that there is not specie enough to do 
business with. Nations which do business 
with specie alone find no difficulty in get- 
ting enough for all their purposes. A dol 
jar will always go where it will buy the 
most. Let any nation adopt the practice 
of paying es much for a piece of paper 
worth a fraction less than a dollar, howev- 
er minute, as they do for a whole dol- 
lar, aud they will straightway discover 
that their gold and silver dollars are going 
to other countries. Whenever a nation 
multiplies its own prices by piling paper 
currency on top of its specie, the specie 
will go to some country where prices are 
not thus tampered with, and where it will 
buy more of a given commodity than 
it wil buy at home. Then 
we hear a great deal about the drain of 
specie,” and political economists prate 
much about the “ balance of trade” and 
the “difference of exchange,” and we get 
lectures from commercial journals about 
“ overtrading”"—which are only so many 
names for the ignorance or wilful blind- 
ness of the parties using them. The “ drain 
of specie is an interesting subject for 
contemplation. In times of peace and 
“ prosperity ” the L nited States constitutes 
the head of the drain or ditch, western Eu- 
rope the middle, and the Asiatic countries 
the base. No nation issotormented with 


papercurrency as the United States. Eag- 


land does not permit the issue of bank 
notes of a less denomination than £5 or 


$25, and is therefore several degrees lower 
down in the “drain” than we, who priat 


and use notes of denominations as low as | 
one dollar. The Asiatic nations have no 


paper currency at all, and hence they are 
at the bottom of the drain. They must, 
and in fact do, draw specie from all coun- 
tries where paper currency is used, and 


just In proportion to the amount of com- 


merce transacted with them. We hear pe- 
riodical growls from France and England 
about the drain of specie to China and In- 
dia, but we never hear of any drain of 
specie from China and India back to 
France and England, because none such 
ever exists. The bottom of the ditch must 
be filled before any other part can hold a 
7 the fluid. So, in like manner, we 

almost always growling about the 
movement of the precious metals to Eag- 
land, and crying for means to stop it. Just 
now the movement is in the opposite di- 
rection, because an unnatural state of 

gs has supervened. War has broken 
out and we have all gone to economizing 
We have measurably ceased importing for- 
eign goods, while we are continuing to ex- 
port our breadstuffs and provisions as 
usual. When peace returns the old drain 
will recommence and go on to the end ot 
the chapter, if we continue to maltreat eur 
money as formerly. 


A CONTESTED SEAT. 

The right of Judge H. K. 8. O'Melveny 
to represent the counties of Marion, Jef- 
fereon and Hamilton in the Constitutional 
Convention, is contested by James T. 
Dwyer, of Salem, Marion county, on the 
ground that the present Constitution pro- 
hibits Judges of the Supreme or Circuit 
Courts from holding any other office dur- 
ing.the term for which they were elected, 
or jor one year thereafter. Judge O’Mel- 


veny céased to hold the office of Judge of 


the Circuit Court less than six months 
the ſollo 
in article V, section 10: eg 
“The Judges of the Supreme and Cirenit 
Courts shall not be eligible to any other office of 
public trust or profit, im this State or the United 
States, during the term for which they were eleet 
ed, ner for ome year thereafter. All votes 
either of them for any elective afice (except 
of Judge of the Supreme or Ctreuit Court ven 
The decision of the United States Sen- 
ate, in Judge Trumbull’s case, was that a 
State Constitution could not prescribe the 
qualifications of an officer of the United 
States, and that all State provisions seek- 
ing to define the qualifications of United 
States Senators, were null and void. Inas- 
much as Judge O’Melyeny is not chosen 
to fill a United States office, it is obvious 
that the clause we have quoted stands in 
full force against his right to take the seat. 
This, we imagine, will be sufficient reason 
for showing Mr. O Melveny the outside of 
the State House, but there are other rea- 
sons why he should not be permitted to
